tion invalid. | 


Prosecutor Sims Is Pleased. 

The news of the decision as it reached 
Chicago last night was hailed by federal offi- 
olals as of great importance, . 

It is another victory for the government,” 
said United States District Attornéy Sims. 
The Standard Oi] company's lawyers raised 
the same contention in its trial before Judge 
Landis. They claimed the company was im- 
mune from prosecution on the ground that a 
section of the Hepburn law had repealed a 
' section of the Elkins law, under which the of- 
fenses were committed. Judge Landis over- 
ruled this plea as being invalid. 

“The decision of the Court of Appeals at 
Denyer on the identical point adds a uigher 
authority to the opinion of Judge Landis.“ 

Attorney Alfred D. Eddy for the Standard 
Oil company admitted that the point raised 
in the Great Northern case was the same 
as that made by the Standard. The de- 
cision’ would be of more importance,“ he 
added, i it were not for the fact that the 
United States Supreme court will give the 
final judgment in the matter. That may 
put a different face on it.” 


\. Railroad Must Pay Fine. 

The decision which knocks one of the props 
from under the ofl trust’s future efforts to 
escape the big fine was handed down by the 
Court of Appeals in the case of the Great 
Northern railway, whith was convicted in 
the District court at St. Paul, Minn., of giving 
unlawful rebates and was fined $15,000. The 
road appealed from the verdict and the 
Court of Appeals at Denver upheld the ver- 
dict and the fine of the lower court. 

In its appeal the Great Northern set up 
the claim that section 10 of the Hepburn 
law contains a-provision which operates to 
grant immunity from prosecution to all cor. 


4 porations or individuals who committed of-

fenses against the law prior to the passage 
of thé act, except such offenders as were 
indicted before the law went into effect. 
In other words, the claim was that section 10 
of the Hepburn act repealed section 1 of the

The Circuit Court of Appeals holds that the 
Hepburn act is an amendatory act and not 
a repealing act, that in so far as it repeats 
or reproduces portions of the Elkins act it 
contmues them in force and makes no break 
in the law, and that in so far as it omits or 
changes provisions of the Elkins act it re- 
peals them. 


Originally a Criminal Case. 

The case originally was a criminal prose- 
cution against the Great Northern railwey 
company, and the offenses charged in the 
indictment consisted of granting rebates upon 
fifteen distinct earload shipments of corn 
and oats shipped by McCauil & Densmore 
and the W. P. Devereaux company of Mfnne- 
apolis to Seattle for final dispatch to the 
Philippines. That was during April, May, 
June, and July, 1906. The schedule of the 
railway at that me fixed the rate upon 
these commodi at 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, and th rebates granted consisted 
of allowanc ging from 15 to 20 cents a 
hundred pounds. The maximum fine in this 
case is $20,000 for each offense. / 

Among other cases awaiting this decision 
are four Kansas City cases, in which the 
Armour, Cudahy, Swift, and Morris packing 
companies each Were fined $15,000 for ac-

‘ JOLIET’S FEARS UNFOUNDED.

Ease with Which Water Can Be Con- 

trolled Is Shown to the State Legis- 
lators. 


Joliet, III., Sept. 23.—[Specia].]—Trustees of 
the sanitary district of Chicago were hosts for 
a number of state representatives in this city 
today. Among the legislators who were pi- 
loted over the drainage channel and through 
the new power house were J. W. Allison of 
Kankakee, J. W. Templeton of Fairfield, 
M. S. Lynk of Madison county, Frank Covey 
of Belvidere, and George F. Smith of East St. 
Louis, 

Citizens of Joliet last week War a number 
of representatives along that part of the 
channel that runs through this city and 
showed them the high water marks at which 
the waters of the channei will go through this 
cify if the sanitary district bill is passed. 

The state legislators today were brought 
down the entire length of the drainage chan- 
nel from Chicago and shown the ease with 
which the waters of Lake Michigan can be 
prevented from coming down the valley when 
occasion requires, It was demonstrated that 
2 protection for the valley below is af- 
forded. 


Then they were taken down to the new 
power house two miles below and shown the 
apparatus that is to convert the force of the 
waters of the drainage channel into 30,000 
horse power that will be a constant quantit 
te year around. One of the strong point 
pointed out by the sanitary trustees was that 
when their bill is passed and the proposed ex- 
tension of the channel and deep water way 
made to Brandon’s bridge the danger to Joliet 
will not be any greater and probably not so 
great as at present. 

The visitors left Joliet at 6 p. m. for Ottawa, 
where they will take the trip down the river 
by boats as fat as Peoria.

Escaped Prisoner Weselek Found 
by Police; Rogers Still 
at Liberty.

Open revolt among Sheriff Straseheim’s 
politician guardsmen yesterday followed an 
effort of the sheriff to enforce something 
yerging on discipline in the jail. 

The sheriff, incidentally, admitted that the 
charges of incompetency and lack of disci- 
pline which have been made against the jail 
administration were well founded. When he 
told his men, however, that he intended to 
remove th. chairs and force the guards to 
make the rounds necessary to keep the pris- 
oners from breaking out of jail, their spokes- 
man told him that there would be “ noth- 
ing doing.“ The guard then resigned. Just 
what the remainder of the politician-guards- 
men will do is not yet known. 

During the day Stanley Weselek, the more 
dangerous of the two prisoners who escaped 
on Sunday, was returned to hie cell. It 
‘was not because of Sheriff Strassheim's men, 
however, that he is in solitary confinement 
“at the jail. Rather it is in spite of them. 
Chief of Police Shippy's bluecoats captured 
the man and returned him to the guards 
whose lack of vigilance gave him the oppor- 
tunity to escape. The police still are search- 
ing for William Rogers, Weselek's brother 
fugitive. 


Meeting of Judges Today. 


Today there will be a meeting of the Su- 
perior court judges and it is considered like - 
jy that some attention will be given to the 
present chaotic conditions in the jail. The 
grand jury investigation, which was ordered 
by Judge Chetlain in his instructions to the 
September grand jury, probably will-not be 
begun for a week. 

It was shortly after 5 o’clock in the even- 

ing, just before the night shift of jail guards 
went on duty, that Sheriff Strassheim called 
his men together in Jailer Langeloh’s office 
and discu zed the “ deplorable conditions 
in the jail.

You've got to make the rounds of the 
cells every fifteen minutes if you want to keep 
prisoners from escaping. 

“It has been charged that everything is 
going wrong in the jail, and I am determined. 
to bring about some changes if I have to fire 
every man here tonight——”’ 


Revolts at Sheriff’s Order.

Decision to Pave Michigan Avente 
with Bitulithie Creates Storm. 


A lively row between paving contractors in- 
volving charges against the south park 
board of favoritism in the letting of contracts 
has cropped out. he board is threatened 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving company with 
a suit seeking to annul a contract for $155,- 
000 recently awarded to the Chicago Bitu- 
lithic company for the paving of Michigan 
avenue from Twenty-second to Thirty-ninth 
streets. 

‘Bids were received by the board on Jude 
19 last from seven paving cencerne. The 
board threw out all the bids as too high and 
readvertised. 

Aug. 7 the board received another set of 
bids. This time the Barber company agreed 
to-do the work for $1.75 for asphalt, or $1.64 
for asphaltic concrete, which the concern 
puts forward as a rival of bitulithic. The 
Bitulithic company bid $1464 for asphalt. or 
$1.90 for bitulithie. The board then decided 
to pave the street with bituiithic by private 
contract. ‘The second set of bids was thrown 
out on the ground they still were exorbitant. 

After several weeks of private negotiations, 
President Henry G. Foreman arrived at an 
understanding with the Bitulithic company, 
and the contract was signed a few days ago. 
It awards the work at the rate of $1.00 a 
square yard for the surface material and $1.48 
a cubic yard for the excavation. Contracts 
with the same company were entered into for 
the paving of Thirty-third street f Mich- 
igan to South Park avenues and South Park 
avenue from Thirty-third to Thirty-fifth 
streets. 

“The south park hoard will have an op- 
portunity to explain in court why \it proposes 
to expend nearly $200,000 of the people’s 
money in this highhanded way.“ said Joseph 
Royer, superintendent of the Barber com- 
pany. ‘“ We have instructed Attorneys Tol- 
man, Redfield, and Sexton to institute the 
proper proceedings.“ 

There is no mystery about this matter 
at all, said Mr. Foreman. The board sent 
Engineer White to several cities to investi- 
gate pavements. He reported bitulithic had 
been found an admirable pavement wherever 
tried and that the asphaltic concrete was * 
ferior.“ 

Mr. Foremé@n said the board would meet any

May Prosecute Paper Trust.

the legal proceedings instituted last year by 
Frank B. Kellogg, who is now special coun- 
sel in the Standard Oil case. The price of 
paper fell for a time, but evidently the com- 
bination was reformed, for the price has ad- 
vanced.

Attitude on Anti-Trust Law.

HILLMEN GIVE HOSTAGES, 


Indemnity Promised for Out- 
rages to Europeans; Restrict 
Use of Arms, é 


PARIS. Sept. 23.—Peace has been declared 
in Morocco. The delegates of three important 
tribes have accepted the French peace over- 
tures inaugurated today and will see that the 
terms of the agreement are carried out. Hos- 
tilities are now at an end. 

The government this evening received with 

t satisfaction a dispatch from Rear Ad- 
miral Philibert. the commander of the French 
naval forces in Moroccan waters, saying that 
as a result of the conference today at Gen. 
Drude’s headquarters between the French 
naval and military commanders and nineteen 
caids, representing the Ouleseeyan, Zenata. 
and Zyaida tribes, the three tribes have ab- 
cepted unconditionally the peace terms of- 
fered by France. 


Terms of Peace Agreement. 

These are as follows: 

Hostllities shall cease from today: Gen, | 
Drude may make military reconnaissances 
throughout the territory of the three tribes 
to satisfy himself that the pacification is com- 
plete; the tribes engage themselves to dis- 
perse and chastise all armed bodies that may 
assemble in their territory with hostile in- 
tent; every native found in the possession of 
arms or munitions of war within ten miles of 
Casablanca shall be handed over to the 
sheriffian authorities, condemned to impris- 
onment, and fined $200; the tribes shall be held 
responsible for the carrying out of the pre- 
vious stipulation; every native detected in 
smuggling or using arms shall be punished. 


4 Fix Sum of Indemnity. 

It is also agreed the delegates of the tribes 
shall undertake to surrender the authors of 
the outrages upon Europeans of July 30, and, 
pending judgment, their goods shall be seized 
and sold, irrespective of the indemnity which 
is to be paid, the amount of which shall be 
fixed by the Moroccan government; the 

‘Chaoula tribes shall pay a large indemnity.

Big Sea Fighter Defeats Georgia 
in 400 Mile Run.

TONG RIVALRY IS ENDED. 


Course Was from Cape Cod to the 
Delaware Break water. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 23.—[Special.]}— 
The battleships Kansas and Georgia fin- 
ished a 400 mile race yesterday from Cape Cod 
to the Delaware breakwater, and the Kan- 
sas won by an hour and seven minutes. 

The fighters started the race Sunday morn- 
ing off the Massachusetts coast, and unden 
full steam they made for the Delaware break- 
water. The keenest rivalry has existed among 
the crews of both battleships, and so much 
talk had been going around up forward and 
in the junior and the senior officers’ messes 
that Rear Admiral Evans decided to put the 
vessele to a test and settle the matter for 


good. 

The officers thought it would be the proper 
thing to have the fighters race all the way 
and demonstrate which was the speedier 
craft. Admiral Evans gave his consent, and 
when the battleships set their course off the 
Cape Cod shore they went full tilt. There 
was heavy betting among the crews of both 
ships all during the race, and many a dollar 
changed hands when the Kansas dropped 
anchor off Reedy. island, just inside the 
breakwater. It made the trip in twenty-three 
hours and fifty-seven minutes, beating the 
Georgia by sixty-seven minutes. :

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FOUR COMRADES PERISH. 


After Thirty Days’ Work They 
Build a Frail Craft, on Which 
They Escape. 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special.]—Six mem- 
bers of the Anferican bark Prussia, wrecked 
on Staten isjand, Terra del Fuego, were land- 
ed here today by the steamer Tennyson, 
which brought them from Montevideo. 

Four members of the crew perished and 
three are still in the hospital at Punta Are- 
nas. One of the three is John C. Drake, son 
of a well to do Norfolk (Va.) family, who 
shipped before the mast at $5 a month for the 
good of his health and for the experience. He 
has sent home a request for $411 to get back 
in comfort with. 

Those who got here on the Tennyson were 
John Hunter, the mate, who has relatives in 
the city; Carl Stark, the carpenter; Ernest F. 
Rainey, a seaman and a native of Portland, 
Me.; Herman Heyne, a native of Leipsic; 
George Richter, also a native of Leipsic; and 
Y. Takoman, the Japanese cabin boy, who is 
detajned at Ellis island. 

Capt. Johnson died on Staten island. Sa- 
bata, a Japanese cook, and Harry Hammond 
are supposed to have perished in the wreck. 
Joseph Hosteth, a Norwegian, died in trying

Wrecked in a Storm. 


The Prussia was owned at San Francisco 
and sailed from Norfolk on March 17 with 
On June 19 it was off Staten 
island. It was bitterly cold. Capt. Johnson 
was trying to make New Year's island light. 
A storm came up in the night, and the bark 
was astiore a wreck before the danger was 
realized. It broke up at once. Every man 
jumped overboard, and eleven of the thir- 
teen reached a strip of sand which was shel- 
tered by overhanging rocks. They kept 
warm as best they could throughout the 
night. 

At dawn Satata, the cook, and Hammond, 
a sailor, were missing. The Prussia was 
gone. The strip of sand was not more than 
311 feet long, and impassable cliffs kept the 
men from escaping across the island. The 
captain was so exhausted that he died early 
in the morning and was buried on the beach. 
The men collected what wreckage they could 
and made a ‘Tire, constructed what shelter 
they were able, secured some cans of pro- 
visions, a few. biscuits, and a barrel of pork, 
and talked over a means of escape. 


Frozen to Death on Mountain. 


Carpenter Carl Stark was set to work at 
once te bulld a small boat. He had no tools 
and had to make them from iron in the 
wreckage. All hands helped, but it was a 
slow, tedious job, and they feared that their 
provisions would not last, It was decided 
that two of their number should try to work 
over the mountains, and the lot fell to 
Porthin and Hosteth. These two scaled the 
high rocks and started across. After a few 
days Porthin returned, crawling on his hands 
and knees. His feet were badly frozen and 
Hosteth, he reported, had frozen to death. 

The food had given out. The rocks were 
covered with limpets, which the sailors col- 
lected, and they killed some seals that entered 
the cove. The seals, Rainey says, seemed to 
acquire wisdom, and after a few had been 
killed avoided the place. The boat was fin- 
ished after thirty days of hard work. and 
Mate Hunter, Stark, and Heyne started off 
to find New Years island and send a rescue 
party to their mates. It was only thirty 
miles to the island, but the frail shell in which 
they risked their lives had to be favored and 
they avoided the open sea and worked in and 
out of the bays and inlets. It took them six 
days to reach the lighthouse, and they think 
they went 100 miles. 


Rescued After Many Days. 
Lieut. Delgado, who ig stationed ‘at the 
light, called for volunteers, and with six men 
in a whaleboat, Hurter acting as pilot, he 
started to rescue the men still on Staten Isl- 


land. ‘The weather grew so bad that they, too, 


spent six days at it and consumed more than 
half of the provisions they had taken aboard. 
The bad weather lasted and they had to wait 
six days longer before venturing on the voy- 
age back with little left to eat. Luckily the 
voyage to the light was a quick one, taking 
only one day. 

The sailors were carefully nursed at the 
light, and sent cn by the tender Orestes to 
Puntas Arenas. Torthin was in the worst 
shape, and it was feared that he would lose 
both feet. From Funtas Arenas the six men 
who arrived here today were sent by steam- 
ship to Montevideo. :

Stennenberg Declared to Have 
Been John Doe in Indictment. 


TRIAL OF BORAH OPENED. 


Land Fraud Case Rivals Miners’ Hear- 
ing in Interest at Boise. 


Boise, Idaho, Sept. 23.—Former Gov. Frank 
Steunenberg of Idaho, of whose assassination 
the Western Federation of Labor leaders 
were accused, today was declared to have 
been the John Doe named in the indictment 
against Senator William E. Borah and twelve 
others, on the charge of land frauds in this 
state. 

This announcement was made by District 
Attorney Norman in Ruick in the opening 
session of the trial of Senator Borah, which 
was called before Judge Edward Whatson 
in the United States District court. 

Today's session in the Borah trial was 
given over to the selection of a jury, and 
this evening twelve men had been passed 
into the box temporarily by the prosecution. 
An unusual feature of the case is that one 
of the men passed was Thomas Beggs, who 
served as foreman of the Haywood jury, in 
which. case Senator Borah served as state 
prosecutor. 


. Widespread Interest in Case. 

The prominence of Senator Borah in the 
politics of the state, his persona!) popularity 
in this, his home town, the leading part he 
took in. the prosecution of William Haywood, 
charged with the murder of Gov. Steunen- 
berg, and the fact that more than 100 well 
known residents of South Idaho are alleged 
to be involved in the so-called conspiracy, 
combined to attract an interest in the pro- 
ceedings nearly equal to that which marked 
the first of the Western Federation of Miners 


trial. 

The indictment against the senator alleges 
that he, with the twelve others named as co- 
defendants, conspired to defraud the govern- 
ment of many thousands of acres of timber 
land in Boise county. 

As a result of this alleged conspiracy, it is 
alleged that 108 residents of Boise took out 
timber claims and swore in doing so that they 
were acting solely in their own interests, 
whereas these statements are alleged to have 
been false and it is alleged that agreements 
had been entered into whereby the claimants 
were to turn their lands over to the others, 
who, in turn, were to transfer them to the 
Barber Lumber company of Wisconsin. 


Pleas of Abatement Filed. 


All of the thirteen men against whom in- 
dictments were returned have, with the ex- 
ception of Senator Borah and John Doe and 
Richard Roe, filed pleas of abatement of the 
indictments on the ground of misconduct on 
the part of District Attorney Ruick, it being 
alleged that he made an argument before 
the grand jury which is prohibited by law 
and refused to leave the grand jury room on 


one occasion when requested to do so. 


Senator Borah’s trial coming on with the 
pleas in abatement undecided lends a new 
complication to the situation, for, while he 
has not joined in them, a decision adverse 
to the government would seem to make it in- 
cumbent on the United States attorneys to 
take cognizance of the matter in his case.

REAL AMERICAN THEME. 


Says British Made Fourth of July 
Holiday, but It’s Now 
Yankee. | 


Jamestown, Va., Sept. 23.—[Special. ]—This 
was Robert Fulton memorial day at James- 
town, and here to celebrate it were many 
descendants of Fulton and influential mem- 
bers of the Robert Fulton Monument asso- 
clation, chief among whom was Dr. Samuel 
L. Clemens. A big marine parade in Hamp- 
ton Roads this afternoon was followed by 
luncheons, speeches, receptions, and dinners 

The formal exercises of the day occurred 
in the exposition auditorium this afternoon. 
Dr. Clemens refused to preside and R. Ful- 
ton Cutting, who occupied the chair in his 
absence, kept it. The doctor said he would 
make a speech instead. 

Ladies and gentlemen,” he said, ‘we are 
here to celebrate one of the greatest events in 
American history, and not only in American 
history, but the world’s history, the applica- 
tion of steam to navigation by Robert Fulton. 
It was a world event. There are not many of 
them. We should regard this today as a 
great American holiday. We have not many 
that are exclusively American holidays. We 
have the Fourth of July, which we regard 
as an American holiday, but itis nothing of 
the kind. I am waiting for a dissenting 
voice. 

English Made Fourth of July. 

“All great efforts that led up to the 
Fourth of July were made not by Americans 
but by English residents of America, sub- 
jects of the king of England. They fought 
all the fighting that was done. They signed 
the declaration of independence; no Amcri- 
can’s name is signed to the declaration of 
independence. There never was an Ameri- 
can such as you and I are until after the 
revolution. While we revere the Fourth of 
July—and let us always revere it and the 
liberties it conferred upon us—yet it was not 
an American event. But this isan American 
event, a great American day. It was an 
American who applied that steam success- 
fully. 

There are not a great many world events; 
and we have our full share, The telegraph, 
telephone, and the application of steam to 
navigation, these are great American events.

Today I have been requested, or I have 
requested myself, not to confine myself to 
furnishing you with information but to re- 
mind you of things and to introduce one of 
the nation’s celebrities.

The great majority of the spectators ac- 
cepted the disappointment resulting from 
the failure of the main feature of the show 
to gO om good naturedly, and the man 
in whose honor the show was given 
received a great demonstration when he was 
tmtroduced during the medley of events that 
made up the evening’s program. 


Take Too Much for Granted. 


The reason no boxing was permitted was 
this: The promoters of the enterprise abso- 
lutely failed to ask permission to put on a 
boxing bout from any one in authority. They 
let the impression get out that friends of Mr. 
Siler had seen the mayor and that the matter 
had been arranged. This was not true. They 
went ahead on the theory that there would be 
mo interference, and this assumption nat- 
urally was not pleasing to the mayor and the 
chief of police. 

In addition to this, the statement that a 
boxing bout was to be permitted immediately 
brought to the front a horde of other indi- 
viduals who wanted to give boxing bouts for 
benefits. One man wanted to arrange a big | 
open air affair for the benefit of some organi- 
gation. Another man wanted to put ona big 
heavyweight battle to raise the debt on a club, 

The mayor, who had not been consulted at 
all, did not change his position at the last 
moment. He simply lived up to the position 
that he took when he went into office—that 
boxing bouts would not be permitted—saying 
that if he lifted the lid for one, in justice he 
would have to lift it for all. Therefore, as 
much as he regretted any disappointment that 
might be felt by the thousands who thronged 
the Coliseum, he also felt he was.in no way to 
blame for the conditions. 

While it is not believed those in charge of 
the show calculated on an eleventh hour 


the crowd whose attendance was inspired 
by the desire to see a good fight rather than 
to contribute to the testimonial were sore. 
A fight should not have been announced, 
they declare, had there been any question 
of interference. 

On the other hand, the friends of the pro- 
moters claim the latter sincerely believed 
there would be no interference, although it 
is not known from whom they received this 
assurance. .

AGAIN THE JAIL. 

The escape in broad daylight of two 
criminals from the county jai] puts the 
capstone on the peculiar performances of 
which that ill governed establishment has 
been the scene. As might have been ex- 
pected, the sheriff says he is all right and 
his system of jail management is not at 
fault. He puts the blame on the county 
board. He says he cannot make the jail 
so safe as it should be without money, 
and the board will not vote it. 

Watchful, smart, incorruptible guards 
are surer custodians of prisoners than 
stone walls or fron bars. Leave a pris- 
oner alone long enough and he can work 
his way out of any place. When a guard’s 
eye is always on him a lath and plaster 


cell will hold him. What the Cook county 


jail needs is not wire screens or thicker 
bars, but capable guards and a competent 
jailer. 

The guard to Whose stupidity or dis- 
obedience of rulés the escape of the two 
prisoners was due was à political ap- 
pointee. He was the nominee of some 
ward club or politician. He has been dis- 
missed, and the sheriff says he does not 
mean to take on any more “old fools” 
who are tendered by the committeemen— 
that the ward organizations will have to 
furnish big, handsome men.“ 

Ward organizations should have noth- 
ing to do with supplying jail guards, but 
the sheriff cannot be made to see it. He 
will not abandon the vicious system of 
political appointments, to which the jail 
escape and many other jail irregularities 
are due. 

The county needs a jailer who under- 
stands the businese and who is free to 
appoint guards who are worth their salt. 
It is not likely to have that as long as 
Sheriff Strassheim remains in office. The 
jail will continue to be run for the pay- 
ment of political debts and as a money 
making concern, unless, indeed, some re- 
form shall come out of the investigation 
promised by the judges. 

Is not. it high time for them to begin 
that investigation? 


WHAT IS THE MATTER? 

Chicago automobilists say they cannot 
understand why it is so difficult to get 
from the office of the secretary of state 
the regis@ation numbers for their ma- 
chines which are required by the new 
automobile law. The law makes it the 
duty of the secretary of state to issue 
and deliver to each owner of a motor 
vehicle upon application a metal seal 
bearing the registration number. 

One explanation of the delay is that 
the secr .~ of state has so small an 
office force that the thousands of appli- 
cations for licenses, coming in from all 
parts of the state, cannot be attended to 
promptly. While the law did not take 
effect until the Ist of July, it was passed 
late in May. The secretary of state had 
a month’s time in which to get ready for 
the rush which he should have known 
was sure to come. 

The law requires the secretary of state 
to deliver the registration seal, but some 
owners of machines say that shortly after 
applying for licenses they got letters from 


a private corporation giving the prices at 


which it would furnish the tags the law 


been orghnized by men working in the 
office of the secretary of state. They 
may have read of the revenue City Clerk 
Van Cleave got out of tin tags and wish 
to emulate him. 

The secretary of state should furnish 
‘seals free of cost fo all who have paid 
the obligatory $2 registration fee. This 
looks much as if somebody was trying to 
make a little money out of the automo- 
-bilists, * . 

This matter needs looking into, The 
new automobile law has been in force 
nearly three months. The owners of ma- 
chines are anxious to comply with it so 
that there may be no trouble with the po- 
lice. The police officials wish to see the 
law obeyed, but they do not think it 
quite to arrest and prosecute a citi- 
zen has not complied ‘with it solely 
because of the laches of state officials. 
The people in the secretary of state's 
office appear to be taking life too easily.

So accustomed are the 
citizens to the advantages they derive 
from the luxuriance of gardens and hot- 
houses that they give little thought to 
the conditions that may be found else- 
where, Perhaps it never occurs to them 
that flowers are sent from Chicago to all 
parts of the ‘country, east, west, and 
south, and that even in sections where the 
climate would seem to promise the most 
abundant growth Chicago has been drawn 
on for the most desirable and costliest 
offerings. 

How, genera} is the cultivation of flow. 
ers the parks, the hothouses, the hun- 
dréds and thousands of smal) private gar- 
dens all testify. As the original plan of 
the old city tended to make it in truth a 
garden city, so that original idea has been 
preserved. and, as far as possible, ampli- 
fied.

Until now it has always been assumed that 

tired officers remained amenable to the 
same jurisdiction as those on the active list. 
and often in the cases where the courts of 
honor required a retired officer to ta 
‘duel he found himself in conflict the 
civil and erimina) tribunals, which are bound 
by the law of the land to punish severely 
combats of this kind, There have even been 
instances where ill natured gossip concern- - 
ing the flirtations of the fascinating wife of a 
retired officer have led the so-called courts 
of honor to call upon her husband to challenge 
one or more of the admirers of his wife to 
single combat, although he was convinced 
of his wife's entire innocence and realized 
that by fighting he was virtually imputing 
publicly to the mother of his children charges 
of unfaithfulness. The alternative, that is 
to say, if he refused to obey the behests of the 
court of honor, was not only the deprival of 
his rank and status as a retired o r. but 
also a social ostracism so bitter and complete 
as to generally lead to his expatriation. 

— 

From this tyranny—for it is difficult to 
describe it by any other name—the retired 
officers of the.German army are now emanci- 
pated, and the line between military and civil 
jurisdiction has been for the first time 
definitely established, 

The issue originatéd with the action of a 
court of honor in issuing a decree against 
Col. Gadke, the well known war correspond- 
ent and expert writer on military affairs in 
the Berlin Tagblatt. He had at the time of 
the shocking assassination of the late king 
and queen of Servia published in the Tagblatt 
an injudicious article over his signature in 
which he virtually defended and excused the 
regicides on the ground that there were cases 
where the conduct of the sovereign reached 
@ stage where it ipso facto relieved officers 
of the army and navy of the obligations com- 
prised in their oath of allegiance. 

— 

It was a most foolish and ill advised article, 
altogether subversive of military discipline, 
‘since it not only implied that officers were at 
liberty to detezmine of themselves when the 
behavior of the monarch was such as to re- 
lieve them of their allegiance and obedience - 
but also indicated that they were justified in 
murdering their sovereign if he objected to 
their attitude in the matter. In fact. it was 
an ‘article which so experienced a soldier and 
so clever a writer and so gallant a veteran as 
the colonel should never have written and 
which he has probably often regretted since. 

As soon as it appeared a court of honor was 
at once convened at Berlin, which, after duly 
considering the affair, issued a decree con- 
demning the letter and depriving Gadke of his 
status as a retired colonel of the army and of 
his right to describe himself as colonel. This 
decree received the sanction of the military 
authorities and was indorsed by the minister 
of war. Ever since Gadke has been busy 
with proceedings in the civid courts to estab- 
lish the incompetence of courts of honor and 
of the military authorities to discipline him 
for anything that he had written as a retired 
officer in the Tagblatt. He has now secured 
judgment in his favor—a judgment which has 
the effect of limiting henceforth the 
jurisdiction of the military authorities and of 
military tribunals, whether courts of honor 
or courts martial, exclusively to officers and 
also to soldiers on the active list of the army. 

— j 

Slatin Pasha, who has just been invested 
by King Edward with the honorary rank of 
major general in the British army, can boast 
of being the first European foreigner not of 
royal or imperial rank to receive a distinction 
of this kind from the English crown. The 
kings of Spain, Portugal, and Denmark 
are honorary generals of the British army, 
in which the duke of Brunswick and Cum- 
berland also holds a similar rank on the active 
list, while the emperors of Germany and 
Austria are British field marshals. The hon- 
orary rank of major general and of colonel 
has also been bestowed upon two or three of 
the great vassal rulers of India. But thus 
far no European foreigner who is not a royal 
personage has been authorized to wear the 
scarlet and gold Uniform of a British general. 

The action of King Bdward in the matter, 
which has met with general approval, is 
destined to show the khedive that the Eng- 
lish government does not propose to permit 
him to interfere with the pasha. Slatin, 
who is an Austrian citizen, and who was one 
of the chief lleutenants of Gen. Gordon in 
the Soudan, acting as governor of Darfur 
at the time of the outbreak of the great 
dervish rebellion under the mahdi, and who 
subsequently spent eleven years in dervish 
captivity at Omdurman, surviving all sorts 
of hardships and tortures and eventually 
effecting his escape in the most romantic and 
almost miraculous fashion, has for some 
time past been inspector genera! of the Sou- 
dan with the rank of general in the Egyptian 
army. He has been the chief lieutenant, 
adviser, and assistant of Gen. Sir Reginald 
Wingate, commander in chief of the Egyp- 
tian army, governor general of the Soudan, 
and who played the leading role in rescuing 
him from captivity. 4

Mr. McMaster modestly admitted that he 
was instrumental in saving the lives of Ed- 
ward er. J. T. White, Erwin Timberiake, 
F. M. Bennett, C. M. B 6, and Louis Gold- 
smith twenty-eight miles off Chicago on the 
Michigan City course on the night of Sept. 
2, 1905.

Lives on Yacht in Summer. 

Mr. McMaeter is captain of the yacht 
Delight, on which he ‘ives during the boat- 
ing season, and is a member of the Chicago 
Yacht club. On Sept. 2, 1906 he and his 
crew sailed for Michigan City before a strong 
breeze—a breeze that increased into a gale 
after many miles had been covered. The 
boat and the crew were having thir own 
troubles when, several miles off the Indiana 
shore, a yacht in distress was seen in the 
distance. 1 

Capt. McMaster was quick to act and, 
although endangering his own boat andthe 
lives of all om board, he headed for the help- 
less craft. Another yacht—the Tartar—made 
several efforts to succor the disabled boat, 
which now was on its side, being beaten and 
twisted and rapidly sinking. The Tartar 
faited to reach the boat, but the Delight 
plowed and jumped its way to within a short 
distance of it. The six men were clinging 
to its side, and they afterward said that they 
had practically given up hope when the Tar- 
tar headed away from them.

Pulled Aboard the Delight. 

Capt. McMaster called to them to ewim 
toward the Delight, three to leave the over- 
turned and einking yacht at a time. The 
men were rescued with ropes and ring buoys. 
They were thoroughly exhausted when they 
were pulled aboard the Delight. It was not 
until the rescue had been effected that Capt. 
McMaster learned that the l fated yacht 
was the Ban Toy. 

Capt. McMaster yesterday was inclined to 
belittle the efforts of himeelf and his crew, 
but he readily gave full credit to the mag- 
nificent behavior of the Delight, which, he 
said, experienced one of the roughest nights 
ever spent by a yacht on Lake Michigan. 


CHICAGO LEADS ALL CITIES 
IN MEAT PACKING INDUSTRY. 


Report by Census Bureau of Depart- 
ment of Commerce Shows Value of 
Products— Illinois First. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23. Chicago leads 
all the. cities in slaughtering and meat pack- 
ing, according to a bulletin issued by the 
bureau of the census, departmefit of com- 
merce and labor. In each of six cities the 


000. Chicago products were valued at §269, - 
581,486. Kansas City, Kas., was second; 
South Omaha, Neb., third; New York (Man- 
hattan and Bronx boroughs) N. T., fourth; 
St. Joseph (meluding South St. Joseph), Mo., 


St. Louis the product was valued at 689,972, 
245, in St. Joseph at 642,078, 116, and in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx at 640, 477, 2. 

During the calendar year about 7,000,000 
beeves, 11,000,000 sheep, and 81,000,000 hogs 
wereslaughtered for use in this industry. The 
beeves cost about §289,000,000, the sheep about 
$44,000,000, and the hogs about $330,000,000. 


other animals to-the value of about $13,000,- 
000; they purchased about $53,0.0,000 worth 
of meat already dressed, and paid about §72,- 
000,000 for other materials, including mill sup- 
plies and freight. 

Although forty-one states and territories 
contributed to these figures, the industry was 
practically monopolized by the following 
fourteen states, named in the order of value 
of products: IIlinols, Kansas, New York, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Iowa, Indiana, Ohio, California, Min- 
nesota, New Jersey, and Wisconsin. Illinois, 
by far the most important state, reported 7 
per cent of the establishments, 38 per cent of 
the capital, 86 per cent of the wage earners, 
36 per cent of the wages paid, and 34 per cent 
of the products. 

The leading product of the industry was 
beef sold fresh, of which 3,748,086,877 pounds 
were produced, valued at $247,006,724. Salt 
pork was the second product in respect to 
quantity, slightly exceeding hams, smoked 
bacon, sides, and shoulders, but the smoked 
products were of a greater aggregate value. 
Each of these products, and also pork sold 
fresh and refined lard, exceeded in quantity 
1,000,000,000 pounds. The value varied from 
nearly $75,000,000 for the refined lard to over 
$132,000,000 for the smoked products.

Willful Violations of Law by Small 
Concerns Overlooked. 


Employés of the national government are 
working too hard—in the wrong direction—to 
please Uncle Sam. Overzealousness on the 
part of regular agents and special attachés of 
the internal revenue department has prompt- 
ed the authorities at Washington to urge 
more ps0 guidance of official activity. 

John G , Capers, commissioner of internal 
reventie, said: “‘I have on my desk the rec- 
ord of a case where three revenue agents or 
their employés hung around a registered dis- 
tillery for three weeks, hoping to find some 
gin of omission on the part of the bookkeeper, 
while during that time there were five block- 
ade (or unlawful) distilleries in full opera- 
tion within seven miles of the registered dis- 
tillery. By the operation of these unlawful 
distilleries the government was losing proba- 
bly $300 a day as tax on the whisky they were 
producing, while these revenue agents were 
sitting about for ‘ big game —the registered 
distillery.“ 

Recently, according to the commissioner, a 
western revente agent held up the manufac- 
ture of vinegar in four states because the ap- 
paratus used could be so misused as to de- 
fraud the government. He found upon inves- 
tigation that the apparatus was identical 
with that which has been used by vinegar 
makers for a decade, and that during that en- 
tire time but one manufacturer had been 
prosecuted for intentional violation of the 
law. 


‘| PLANS FOR JURORS’ QUARTERS. 


County Board Will Be Asked to Equip 
Top Floor of Criminal Court 
Building. 


Plans to fit up permanent. quarters for 
juries on the top floor of the Criminal court 
building will be laid before the county board 
in October. The cost of the proposed Im- 
provements is figured at $17,000.

The threatened appeal to the interstate 
commerce commission by the fruit and veg- 
etable shippers of the Pacific coast because 
of the rates on these products has 
deen postponed indefinitely.
